Executive Board and Committee 
Meeting 

A joint meeting of the Executive 
Board of the Iowa Library Association 
and of the County Library, Publicity 
and Membership committees was held 
at the Waterloo Public Library on Tues- 
day afternoon, September 9th. 

Of the Executive Board, Mr. Johnson, 
president, Miss Rhynsberger second vice 
president, Miss Tanner treasurer, and 
Miss Hagey and Miss Robinson, mem- 
bers at large were present. 

Of the County Library Committee, 
Mrs. Bray, Mrs. Gordon and Mrs. Ad- 
ams were in attendance; of the Public- 
ity Committee, Miss Story, and of the 
Membership Committee, Mrs. Carpenter 
and Mrs. Humeston. In addition Miss 
Wieder, Miss Parmelee, county librarian 
for Black Hawk county, and Mrs. 
Mosier of Waterloo in charge of 4-H 
girls clubs were present. 

At the joint meeting of all commit- 
tees, the report of the treasurer on 
memberships was given and methods of 
securing additional memberships from 
delinquent libraries as well as from in- 
terested citizens, was discussed. As a 
result of this diseussion the treasurer 
was instructed to prepare a map of the 
state to be displayed at state head- 
quarters at the St. Paul meeting, show- 
ing the 100% libraries and those hav- 
ing paid library dues as well as those 
having paid nothing. This map will 
later be circulated through the state for 
display in the various libraries. 

A report of the condition of the Book 
Wagon was received from Miss Robin- 
son and of the possibility of help in the 
purchase of a new wagon for the Ki- 
wanis Club of Waterloo from Miss 
Wieder. 

After a discussion of the subject, the 
County Library Committee with Miss 
Wieder was asked to take charge of the 
matter of providing a book wagon for 
the Black Hawk work. 

Miss Story of the Publicity Commit- 
tee urged that the work of the Black 
Hawk County Demonstration be given 
state wide publicity as only so can this 
demonstration be valuable to the entire 
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state. It was also pointed out that this 
can best be done from Waterloo through 
the Associated Press. Libraries should 
see that their local newspapers use such 
material when it is received. 

Miss Parmelee, county librarian for 
the demonstration gave a report of work 
to date which appears elsewhere, pay- 
ing tribute to the value of the prelim- 
inary work done by Miss Wieder. 

At the meeting of the Executive 
Board resignations from the board were 
received from Harriet Turner, first vice- 
president, who is removing from the 
state, and Grace Murphy who is not yet 
able to resume her work. Mrs. Jessie B. 
Gordon, librarian at lowa City, was 
elected to fill the office of first vice- 
president and Elizabeth Martin of the 
Davenport Public Library that of seec- 
retary. 

Previous to the discussion of items of 
business Miss Wieder gave an interest- 
ing account of Rural Library Extension 
Institute held at Madison, Wisconsin, 
during the summer which she attended, 
with particular emphasis on the points 
applicable to Black Hawk county and 
county library work in general in Iowa. 





Iowa Library Association 
Membership 

The list of memberships which follow 
has come in since the last issue of the 
Quarterly. 

The following summary of library 
memberships received since the Des 
Moines meeting, and at the time of go- 
ing to press with this number of the 
Quarterly, makes interesting reading 
and should receive the attention of li- 
brary trustees and librarians. 

They should know whether the mem- 
berships of their libraries have been paid 
or not but if uncertain a consultation 
of the lists published in the last three 
issues of the Quarterly will show their 
standing. It is possible that some libra- 
rians think they have paid memberships 
for 1930 when it was only back member- 
ship for 1929 which was paid. 

Of the libraries paying $10.00,. there 
are thirteen of which eleven have paid 
1930 dues. Four are 100%. 

Of the libraries paying $5.00 there are 
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eighteen—two of which have not paid 
1930 dues—seven are 100%. The same 
is true of these as of the $10.00 class 
that some librarians and parts of boards 
have paid but not all. 

Of the $2.50 class there are 139 of 
which 82 have paid and eight are 
100%. 

This gives a total of 109 public libra- 
ries out of 170, which have paid dues 
and 18 of the total or a trifle over 10% 
are 100%. 

The showing for the college libraries 
is not as good. Only four have paid col- 
lege memberships though twelve libra- 
rians or assistants have paid dues which 
possibly would make some 100% if there 
are no assistants. 

A communication from Mr. Johnson 
follows with a suggestion for securing 
memberships from interested citizens. 





Gold Star Libraries 
lowa Map Exhibited at North Central Li- 
brary Conference in St. Paul Will 


Indicate Libraries Having 100% 
Membership in the |. L. A. 


Miss Opal Tanner, treasurer of the 
I. L. A., is preparing a large map of 
the state for exhibition at the North 
Central Conference at St. Paul, October 
14th to 17th. On this map each library 
with its institutional dues paid and 
whose staff members and board of trus- 
tees have all paid their dues in the I. 
L. A. will be designated with a gold star. 
Miss Tanner is going to get out notices 
of delinquent dues promptly so that 
every library in the state will have an 
opportunity of being a Gold Star Li- 
brary by the time of the St. Paul meet- 
ing. 

The Membership Committee also plans 
to start an aggressive campaign for 100 
per cent memberships among the li- 
braries in the state following the St. 
Paul meeting. Mrs. Carpenter, chair- 
man of the Membership Committee, will 
route a large map of Iowa from one li- 
brary to another throughout the state 
during the coming year. Each librarian 
will be asked to pay the institutional 
dues and secure memberships from her 
staff and board of trustees, while the 
map is in her possession. Then a Gold 


Star will be affixed and she will take the 
map to a nearby library and personally 
‘*sell’’ the idea of 100 per cent member. 
ship to a fellow librarian. By the close 
of the year at the state meeting in 193], 
it is hoped that every library in the 
state will be 100 per cent in member. 
ship. 

The Membership Committee will no 
doubt ask each librarian also to seeure 
a certain number of memberships from 
interested citizens. Possibly each small. 
library will be asked for five and each 
large library for ten or more. It has 
been suggested that each library be re. 
sponsible for as many memberships as 
its state dues amount to in dollars, That 
is, if the state dues are ten dollars, the 
library would be responsible for ten 
memberships from interested citizens of 
the town or county. If the state dues 
are five dollars, the library would be 
responsible for only five memberships 
and where the dues are two dollars fifty 
cents the library would secure only three 
memberships outside of its staff mem- 
bers and board of trustees. 


The membership campaign so far has 
been very successful. There are nearly 
six hundred members enrolled. It is 
hoped, however, that this membership 
ean be boosted to a thousand by the 
close of the year in 1931. This will give 
Iowa a strong association and it will go 
far in promoting public interest and 
support for libraries throughout the 
state. 

During the past few months since the 
membership campaign has been under 
way, we have heard many librarians ex- 
press themselves somewhat like this, 
‘‘Oh, I just can’t ask anybody for 
money.”’ If you have that hesitancy 
perhaps it will help you to learn that 
you ean do the job quite effectively 
through letters and avoid the necessity 
of doing so personally. If you are rete 
cent about asking for money personally, 
surely you will not feel the same way 
about writing a brief note to in 
people in your community, ex 
why you want them to affiliate with the 
Iowa Library Association. 


Miss Wieder is going to bring in fifty 
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two-year memberships. She has had a 
remarkable response from just a very 
brief letter to the first fifty people. We 
know that experts who prepare mail 
order publicity would be delighted to 
get a return of 30% from the first let- 
ter mailed to a list of prospects. Miss 
Wieder has secured fifteen memberships 
from fifty prospects and she will have 
no difficulty in getting fifty members 
as she continues with this letter cam- 
paign. 

Believing you may be interested in 
seeing Miss Wieder’s letter we are quot- 
ing as follows: 

Dear Mr. ——————: 

The Iowa .Library Association is inter- 
ested in seeing library privileges extended 
to more citizens in lowa. Perhaps you have 
heard of the County Library Demonstration 
which is to take place in Black Hawk Coun- 
ty beginning September 1, 1930, 

Funds are needed for this project. You 
are interested in educational work, and we 
are hoping you will help by taking a two- 
year membership in the Iowa Library Asso- 
ciation. Two dollars will pay your dues for 
1930 and 1931. 

By sending this amount to the Public Li- 
brary, Waterloo, Iowa, you will be express- 
ing your interest in a definite and helpful 
way. 

We know there are a great many li- 
brarians in the state who would like to 
assist the membership campaign and the 
County Library experiment. Many 
hesitate to go out and make a personal 
canvass for memberships. It is embar- 
rassing in some instances to ask even 
for a little as two dollars. However, as 
we have always maintained, many peo- 
ple will feel complimented to have you 
extend them an invitation to affiliate 
with the Iowa Library Association. 
People like to join things. Those who 
are interested in books will feel that 
they have been singled out particularly 
for recognition when they are asked to 
become members of the Iowa Library 
Association. And if you hesitate to ask 
them personally, why not type out some 
letters such as Miss Wieder is sendin 
out in Waterloo and extend the invi- 
tation in that way? You may be sur- 
prised with the returns. But don’t stop 
with five or ten letters, send out at 
least fifty or a hundred. Be sure to 
ask for two-year memberships. It is just 
as easy to get two dollars as it is to get 
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one dollar. We would like to see this 
Waterloo membership plan extended 
through other places in the state and the 
logical time to get out these letters is 
right know in advance of the state meet- 
ing, which will be held in connection 
with the North Central Conference in 
St. Paul, October 14th to 17th.

There seems to be a misunderstanding 
of the list in the last Quarterly. This 
was intended to include librarians and 
trustees who had paid in libraries whose 
membership had not been paid, that is 
the librarians and trustees have paid, 
the libraries have not. 


Black Hawk County Demonstration 
Opens 

The appointment of Mary Parmelee 
as county librarian for the Black Hawk 
Demonstration was announced in the 
last Quarterly. She took up her work 
on September 2nd and without flourish 
of trumpets or ceremony of any kind 





the work of distributing books in the 
county began. 

A County Teachers’ Institute wag 
held on September 2nd, at which Miss 
Wieder and Miss Parmelee both spoke, 
telling the teachers that books were now 
available for their schools and asking 
them to call at the library and make 
their selections. 

Thirty of the 52 rural school teach- 
ers availed themselves of the opportun- 
ity and carried away 404 books. One 
consolidated school also borrowed 112 
that day. The county superintendent 
considered this a very good showing as 
he had already loaded the teachers 
heavily with his material. 

Since that time 233 books have been 
loaned to ten other rural and one ad- 
ditional consolidated school making a 
total of 834 books loaned by Septem- 
ber 8th. 

These were divided as follows: adult 
fiction, 114, nonfiction 40, juvenile fie- 
tion 438, nonfiction 242. 

Miss Parmelee reports books avail- 
able at the present time from gifts from 
the Women’s Clubs and the Library 
Commission, adult fiction 1,418, non- 
fiction 469, juvenile fiction 437, nonfie- 
tion 318, making a total of 2,642. Books 


* purchased, adult fiction 49, nonfiction 


35, juvenile fiction 426, nonfiction 174, 
total 684, making a grand total of 3,326. 
In addition there are approximately 
1,000 books some not unpacked and some 
not ready for circulation. 

From time to time the libraries may 
be asked to loan such nonfiction as they 
can spare for three-month periods.

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The Public Library and the Woman's 
Club* 


Mrs. H. W. Spaulding, Former President, 
Iowa Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
Grinnell, Iowa 


If I were to choose a text for my 
talk this evening, it would be ‘‘ And in 
the Beginning Was the Library Work.”’ 
This I will prove by giving you a little 
of the history of the library movement 
in both the State and General Federa- 
tions of Women’s Clubs. 


It is a significant fact of no small 
moment that while America was prac- 
tically built around a library, the 
Woman’s Club and the Publie Library 
were born simultaneously. In fact the 
frst national organization of women 
for educational purposes antedated by 
one year the enactment of the first 
public library law in this country, and 
we know they were both an American 
conception. 


The organization of the Iowa Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs was formed 
at a meeting in Marshalltown in 1892 
and a little later three committees ap- 
pointed, one being the Library Com- 
mittee. 


The Iowa Library Commission is 
the outgrowth of a necessity which the 
Iowa Federation of Women’s Clubs 
saw and at the Third Biennial meeting 
of the Federation in Burlington, a reso- 
lution was endorsed for the appoint- 
ment of a special committee to secure 
such a commission. As a result, the 
members of the 28th General Assembly 
were deluged with letters and petitions 
from club women. Legislators re- 
marked they would not dare go home 
if they did not vote for the bill. 


_In 1900 when the Library Commis- 
sion was created, there were 48 public 
libraries in Iowa; now there are more 
than 170. There were five library 
buildings ; now there are 130. Of course 
Mr. Carnegie has helped immeasure- 
ably in this work. He had given one 
building then, and now 100 with four 
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or five college libraries. The secretary 
of the Commission is in constant de- 
mand for advice as to how to proceed 
to secure the coveted sum for a build- 
ing and then for advice on the plans 
and equipment of the building. 


It was by the effort of the first secre- 
tary of the Iowa Library Commission 
that the League of Library Commis- 
sions was organized and by her sug- 
gestions that a supervising librarian 
was employed for our state institutions. 
The value of the Story Hour which is 
now universal in public library work 
was first brought to the attention of 
librarians by the Library Commission 
through a club woman, Mrs. Edna Ly- 
man Seott. 


It is interesting to note the continued 
interest of these early club women in 
library work. Mrs. Howe of Marshall- 
town was a member of the Iowa Li- 
brary Commission for many years until 
her death just a few years ago. Mrs. 
Towner of Corning, a member of the 
first library committee in the Federa- 
tion was a Commission member until 
the congressional duties of Judge 
Towner took them to Porto Rico. Mrs. 
Norris of Grinnell, another member of 
the first library committee in the Fed- 
eration was also a member of the Li- 
brary Commission and a tireless 
worker for the advancement. of the li- 
brary cause. Mrs. Flora Barkley of 
Boone was a member of the Library 
Commission and of an early committee 
and continues her interest in this 
work. 


It is also interesting to note that in 
the beginning this Library Committee 
in the Federation consisted of three 
members. We continue to have a, Li- 
brary Committee consisting of a chair- 
man, and eleven members, one from 
each congressional district in the state 
and two advisory members. I believe 
all library boards include one or more 
women members and I have never yet 
met a woman trustee who is not a 
club woman. Perhaps there is one 
somewhere but I have not found her. 
While the State Federation in Iowa 
may be outstanding in this work, other 











states are behind the library movement, 
for it is not in Iowa alone, the clubs 
are helping public library work in 
every way possible. 

In a recent questionnaire sent out to 
our 900 elubs in Iowa, asking for re- 
ports on study and work, many clubs 
mentioned some work done for the li- 
brary. 


After this brief history of the club 
woman in library work, from the be- 
ginning of our two organizations, it 
is only natural for you to expect and 
for us to promise our continued interest 
and help in the splendid project you 
are about to undertake, that of estab- 
lishing county libraries. 


In our State Federation we have 
what we have already referred to, the 
Library Extension Committee. At a 
recent meeting held in Ames, the fol- 
lowing action was taken—First, to 
make the project of this committee for 
the coming year the collection of 
books from the clubs of the state for 
use in a county demonstration, each 
club to be asked to give two to five 
books or the equivalent in money. This 
contact of the Federation with the Li- 
brary Association through the Library 
Committee, which is a part of both or- 
ganizations, is a very valuable thing. 
We hope and expect in this way we 
may be of-some help to you in the good 
work you are doing. 


I cannot close this very rambling 
paper without paying tribute to the 
Iowa Library Commission, the Travel- 
ing Library, to Miss Robinson and to 
all librarians in general. All that the 
elub woman can do for the library and 
our librarians is trifling enough com- 
pared with the steady service of the li- 
braries and librarians to the public in 
general and to the club woman in par- 
ticular. Some one has said that the 
needs of giving and receiving are 
mutual and of equal importance. Club 
women have recognized the great use- 
fulness of the library to them in their 
studies and a mutual helpfulness and 
sympathy has grown up between the 
two organizations which has become a 
powerful influence for good, in every 
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locality occupied by these 


allied 
forces. 


What librarian has not helped ® 
building the club programs and no on 
but Miss Robinson knows the scores of 
Iowa women who depend upon the Ii. 
brary Commission for suggestions and 
for books from our Traveling Library. 
I am sure we never ask in vain for 
either from a state or local library and 
I only hope your librarians will fee 
free to call upon the club women ip 
your various communities for help and 
assistance in your efforts to make Iowa 
a better state in which to live. 





Library Extension Charges 


The following recommendations for 
library extension charges were made by 
the Library Trustees Section at their 
meeting in Marshalltown in 1928 and 
have not been revoked. They are pre 
sented for consideration by the library 
boards of the state as a good basis upon 
which to make their charges for loans 
outside of their town limits. 


1. That books be loaned to outside 
pupils attending town schools free dur. 
ing the school term unless an arrange 
ment can be made with the school board 
to pay for such service. 


2. (a) That the loan of books to le 
eal teachers teaching in country sehools 
be made a matter of business between 
the library board and the school board 
and (b) that the charge for such loans 
be at the rate of fifty cents per book 
for a school year, the books to be & 
changed every three months. 


3. That the charge to individual ber 
rowers be made $1.00 per year for two 
books to a card, books to be excha 
as often as desired but no short 
ecards to be issued, and that a rate of 
$2.50 be given to a family with th 
privilege of six books to a card on the 
same conditions. 


4. That to clubs, groups, conséli 
dated schools, towns, townships, ete., the 
rate be made fifty cents a year per 
a part of the group of books to be & 
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changed once in three months, and that 
this rate give the borrower also direct 
use of the library subject to the same 
rules as to fines, ete., as to local bor- 
rowers. 


Over WHO 


The programs sponsored by the 
Publicity Committee of the Iowa Li- 
brary Association given over WHO 
every Thursday evening during the 
winter and spring were discontinued 
with the talk on May 22nd by Oscar 
Anderson, Budget Director. 

The Iowa Library Association is 
greatly indebted both to the Central 
Broadcasting Company for the cour- 
tesy of the period so generously al- 
lowed, and to the representatives of the 
various organizations who so kindly 
spoke in behalf of county library work. 

The series was opened by five general 
talks on county library subjects by Mr. 
Spaulding which were followed by 
talks on the same matter by Miss Rob- 
inson, Miss Story and Alson Secor of 
the Meredith Publications. 

On May 27th the play ‘‘Why Not a 
County Library?’’ by Miss Long, was 
broadcasted by the Iowa Library Com- 
mission staff assisted by Mr. Ora Wil- 
liams, and the following week a dia- 
logue was given by Mr. Williams, 
Philip Christopherson and _ Lester 
Stover of the Library Commission staff. 


On April 10th Miss Robinson gave a 
story of the Book Wagon Lady and on 
May 15th the Library Commission 
staff, again assisted by Mr. Williams, 
gave the play ‘‘Books and Bananas’’ 
written by Helen Aten of the Library 
Commission. 

Miss Samuelson, Superintendent of 
Public Instruction; Mr. Johnson, Presi- 
dent of the Iowa Library Association ; 
Mr. W. H. Stacey of the Extension 
Service, State College; Mrs. Bert 
McKee of the Parent-Teachers Associa- 
tion and Oscar Anderson, Budget 
Director, also spoke on various phases 
of county library work as related to 
weir different organizations or posi- 
ions. 
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During the coming months Des 
Moines and Davenport Public Libraries 
will cooperate on weekly radio book 
talks probably the first case of two li- 
braries, especially so far apart, co- 
operating in this work. It is made pos- 
sible by the synchronization of stations 
WOC and WHO. 


All the programs will be broadcast 
from Des Moines but the program given 
on the first Tuesday of each month will 
be prepared by a member of the staff of 
the Davenport Public Library as the 
book reviews broadcast by the Des 
Moines Library will be prepared by 
members of the Des Moines staff. 





Annual Board Meetings 


A few years ago a change in the law 
was made by the legislature giving a 
uniform date for making library reports 
to state and city. 


There is one other place where lack 
of uniformity occurs, that is the time 
of holding the annual meeting in the 
different libraries. This is probably not 
a matter for legislation but might be ad- 
justed by mutual consent to advantage 
in sending lists of officers to the library 
commission office. 


At present the date of the annual 
meeting is January in some libra- 
ries; April, in some; July, in some; and 
September in others. Perhaps there is 
a general reason for each of these dates 
but inasmuch as appointments to libra- 
ry boards are effective July Ist, either 
July or September would seem better 
and also inasmuch as there are frequent 
absences of trustees or postponement of 
meetings during the summer, September 
perhaps offers the most preferable time. 


Will not library boards take the mat- 
ter under consideration and write their 
preferences to the secretary of the Li- 
brary Commission, for any one date 
would be better than many and perhaps 
the minority would be willing to make 
the change desired by the majority. The 
editor of the Quarterly will be glad to 
print communications on this subject. 
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Librarian’s Conference 


The eleventh annual Conference for 
Library Workers was held at Iowa City 
on July 3rd under the cooperation of 
the Extension Division and the Sum- 
mer School for library training. The 
meeting place was the Senate Chamber 
of the beautiful old capitol. About 114 
persons were registered. 

At the opening session on Thursday 


morning, Emma Felsenthal, Acting Di- 
rector of the Summer Library School, 


presided and introduced President, 


Walter A. Jessup, who brought greet- 
ings from the University. He stressed 
the different movements in education 
and the value of adult education. He 
referred to the ‘‘Master farmer’’ plan 
being extensively used in Iowa and 
other states as one of the significant 
educational movements of the day. 


The subject of ‘‘ Work with Children 
in a Publie Library’’ was presented by 
Carrie E. Seott, supervisor, children’s 
department, Indianapolis Publie Li- 
brary. 


Charles H. Brown, librarian, Iowa 
State College, spoke inspiringly on 
‘‘Opportunities in College Library 
Library Work.’’ This was followed by 
a most helpful, enjoyable and delight- 
fully given talk on ‘‘Fiction and the 
social worker’’ by Leah Feder of the 
Department of Social Work, Washing- 
ton University, St. Louis. 


Miss Feder believes that a knowledge 
of the cultural backgrounds of a com- 
munity, the part played by a commun- 
ity in the development of personality, 
the genetic approach to children, fam- 
ily relationships, special disabilities, 
ete., are sufficiently general and com- 
mon to every community to be consid- 
ered as a background for social work 
in any community, and that these are 
best presented through good fiction and 
certain types of biographies. 


At 1:00 o’clock the motion picture 
loaned by the A. L. A., ‘‘Boys, girls 
and books in the modern school li- 
brary’’ was shown to the library 
school students and visitors at the con- 
ference. 


Margery Doud, chief of readers’ ad- 
visory service, St. Louis Public Library 
and instructor in book selection in the 
Summer Library School, presided at 
the afternoon meeting. The first speak- 
er was Matthew S. Dudgeon, librarian, 
Milwaukee Public Library, who spoke 
on the subject of ‘‘The Background of 
Adult Education,’’ stating librarians to 
be educators must keep step with the 
changing concepts of education. He 
believes that movies and radios may be 
made a stimulus to reading but will 
never take the place of books. 


‘‘The Library and a Leisure Time 
Program’’ was the subject of a talk 
by Lydia Margaret Barrette, librarian, 
Mason City Public Library, who spoke 
also of her recent visit to Italy. 


The evening session was held at Iowa 
Memorial Union with Grace Cormer, 
acting director of the University Li- 
braries, presiding. 


The speaker of the evening was Pro- 
fessor Frank L. Mott, Director, School 
of Journalism, State University of 
Iowa, who talked most entertainingly 
on ‘‘Negro Poetry.’’ Professor Mott 
spoke of the ‘‘blues’’ poem, of the 
negro spiritual, and of the negro poets, 
MeKay, Cullen and Hughes. He be- 
lieves that Harlem is coming to be not 
only the social and financial center but 
also the cultural center of the colored 
people. 


Professor Mott’s address was fol-. 
lowed by a Social Hour on the Poreh 
of the Union.

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Roberts Fellowship Awards for 
1930-31 


The School of Library Service has 
had the good fortune to receive for the 
year 1930-1931, as for the current year, 
three of the Lydia C. Roberts Fellow- 
ships which are awarded annually by 
Columbia University to students born 
in Iowa and graduated from an Iowa 
college. These fellowships carry a 
stipend of $750 to $850 and the cost 
of transportation to Iowa and return. 
Eleven applications were received for 
fellowships in library service. The three 
successful candidates were Louise E. 
Boyd, Grace K. Neff, Martha Lee Tom- 
linson. 

Louise E. Boyd was born in Grand 
River, Iowa, and took her Bachelor’s 
degree at Grinnell College in 1927. 
Since that time she has taught mathe- 
matics in the Kellerton (Iowa) high 
school. During her senior year in ecol- 
lege Miss Boyd was employed as stu- 
dent assistant at the Reserve Desk. 

Grace K. Neff was born in Brooklyn, 
Iowa, and graduated from the State 
University of Iowa in 1929, taking her 
major in English. In 1926 she took the 
six-weeks’ summer school library 
course in the University of Iowa. Dur- 
ing most of the time while an under- 
graduate she worked as part-time as- 
sistant in the University library. Since 
June, 1928, she has been a full-time 
assistant. 

Martha Lee Tomlinson was born at 
Morning Sun, Iowa, and graduated 
from Morningside College, Sioux City, 
Iowa, in June, 1929, with majors in 
French and English language and liter- 
ature, and has since been on the staff 
of the Morningside Branch of the Sioux 
City Publie Library. 


Summer Library School 1930 


The location of the 1930 session was 
changed this vear to the Engineering 
Building where two study and two lee- 
ture rooms are placed at the disposal 
of the school. These rooms are light 
and airy and with fans were as com- 
fortable as any place could be during 
the heat at the end of the session. 
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A very lovely display of beautifully 
illustrated children’s books added to 
the attractiveness of the large study 
hall and during part of the session a 
display of inexpensive editions loaned 
by the A. L. A. were on exhibition. 


Fifty-one were enrolled for the 
various courses in the 1930 Summer 
Library School, thirty-seven of whom 
registered for the full course. Twelve 
states were represented in the class, 
twenty-nine students being from Lowa. 
More than one-third were B. A.’s and 
one had her Master’s degree. Thirteen 
go to public library positions in Iowa 
or elsewhere and sixteen to school or 
college libraries.
